Thero cannol be any doubt that n largo 


portion of this enormous wnslo u duo to in- 
cendiarism. During tbo past year Ibe de- 
pression which prevailed in almost every 
branch of business, logelhcr with tho eager- 
ness of many insurance companies to as- 
sume risks at nny rate of premium offered, 
suggested and encouraged incendiarism. 
It 


is well known to underwriters tbat n largo 
percentage of tho losses wbicb tbey havo 
been called upon lo pay wero caused by ilres 
which occurred after it was discovered that 
tbe insured wero bankrupts. Most of theso 
losses may bo fairly attributed to; incendia- 
rism. 
Somo companies, too, in their wild 


and reckless scramblo for business, not only 
sold insurance below primo cost, but held 
out by over-insurance a strong inducement 
to tbe insured to destroy by firo his prop- 
erty. 


It is a sad reflection upon tho moral 


character of our people, but it is, neverthe- 
less, true, tbat to incendiarism more thnn to 
nny other cause, including Ibo inflammable 
malerial used in and Ibo flimsy construc- 
tion of our buildings, is duo a large propor- 
tion of the losses by firo in this counlry. 


Through a lai administration of the law 


incendiaries have- been allowed io escape 
punishment. Tbe law in relation to this 
iniquitous crimo of incendiarism cannot ha 
loo strictly enforced. Tho aulhorilies ought 
to mako every possible effort lo detccl and 
punish tho persona guilty of this crime. If 
tho law were rigidly enforced in this regard, 
and if Iho insurance companies would print 
more conspicuously iu tbe conditions of 
their policies tbat tho eiact amount of the. 
loss sustained by tbe insured, nnd that 
amount only, would bo paid in COEO of fire, 
there would bo less incendiarism, and con- 
sequently leu reason to deploro Iho enor- 
mous loss which tho country suffers by fires.
